SPOKE ABOUT LAUNDRY.

Most  Approved Methods of Making
Clothes Perfecily Clean-«=Last Lec-
ture This Afternoon.

“The Laundry' was the subject of
Mi»s Parloa's lecture yesterday after-
noon, The lndles who were furtunate
enough to attend letened to a very
helpful discussion of a factor In domes-
tic economy which, as Miss Parlon sald,
“wo keep as much as possible out of
sight and Indeed out of mind.”

Misas Parioa dellberated upon the im-
portance of the laundry in Its relation
to health, comfort and decency In life
It Is very important that the fabrics
should be washed In such a manner
that all dirt shall be removed and yot
without too great a strain upon the
tissue of the fabric,

“The best authorities’” sald the lec-
turer, “are divided as to the best means
of doing this. Hard rubbing wears the
fabrie; chemlicals Joosen the dirt and
thus relieve the cloth from much hard
rubbing, but at the eame (ime the
chemical does not eton with the dirt
but attecks the fabric also.

Miss Parvlon advocated an intelllgent
use of chemicals to ald In loosening
the dirt but if care be not taken she
thought it better to use soap and water
and the extra rubbing. The great
fault is thatl the chemical l# commonly
expected to do all the work and not
simply as an ald

The Jecturer then ddscussed the va-
rious opinions of laundvesses on the
point of soaking or rinsing the clothes
before washing. She thought that by
allowing the clothes to remain in the
water for several hours the dirt would
yield more readily.

The day for washing was designated
by Miss Parloa as Monday, it belng
the generally accented day bLut some
housekeapors employ Monday for pre-
paring for the washing. This s &
matter which rests with' the opinion of
the housekeeper Individually, M s
FParloa advised that clothing be mend-
ed Defore Leing put in the wash. Thia
avolds the probability of further dam-
nge during the process of washing,
drying and froning. The lecturer then
gave instructions in detal)l according to
the pian which she has studied.

This proved thoroughly beneficinl and
interesting. Instruction was also glv-
i for the preparation of blueing water
and particulariy did the lecturer tell of
the pecullar changes in flannel fabrica
when In water, “Starching' and
'‘stains” also recelved minute attentlon,

During the lecture Miss Parloa read
some of the rules on the subject which
she has lald down in her valuable book
"The Young Housekeeper."” The last
lecture will be given this afternoon on
the subject of “Table Service,”” This
will probably prove the best lecture of
the course as it discusses a partlcular
branch of home management which
